This Renewed Petition is filed in response to the Decision on Petition under 37 
C.F.R. §1. 47(a) (hereafter "the Decision") dated 14 December 2000. 

The Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication in the Decision that of 
the four items enumerated as required for a petition under 37 C.F.R. §1. 47(a), items (1), 
(2) and (4) have been satisfied. However, item (3) is identified as not having been satisfied 
because of the discrepancy in the spelling of inventor Irene Zuhl's last name and because 
of an incorrect date on the declaration.
